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This decision is in response to applicant's "Decision on Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(b) is 
Moot" filed 22 September 2005. No petition fee is required. 

BACKGROUND 

On 18 July 2005, applicant was mailed a decision dismissing applicant's petition under 37 
CFR 1.47(a). Applicant was afforded two months to file any request for reconsideration. 

On 22 September 2005, applicant responded with the present renewed petition 
accompanied by a petition for a one-month extension of time and payment of the appropriate 
extension fee. Therefore, renewed petition is considered to be timely filed. 

DISCUSSION 

A review of the present filing finds that applicant has currently provided an combined 
declaration and power of attorney executed by the last remaining inventor, John David Rothermel. 
AS such, all three of the inventors listed on the published international application have submitted 
executed declarations and all of the requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 have now been completed. 

CONCLUSION 

For the reasons above, applicant's renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) is DISMISSED 
AS MOOT 
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The application has an international filing date of 13 January 2003 under 35 U.S.C. 363, 
and will be given a date of 22 September 2005 under 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (c)(2) and (c)(4).
